J by Letters Patent under the Great Seal of Ireland., have been Shi offices 

found to be unnecefiary, and other Offices in the laid Cufloms, intbeCnifoTus 
which have been alfo ufually granted by like Letters Patent, although the filSgliilllj 
Duties, or fome thereof,, aaie neceffary or ufed-, have been comnaonlj others, 
executed by Deputies appointed by the Patentees refjjeiclivelv; and- it ts 
expedient that ibme of the faid Offices ffiould be aboli/hed, and that others 
ffiould not in futui e be granted by Letters Patent, and ffiould be aboliflied, 
fb far as any of the Duties thereof ffiall appear not to be neceffary or ufeful, 
or may more properly be difcharged by other exiffiing Officers; and that 
Provifion ffiiould be made for the Difcharge of fnch Duties, in fuch Manner 
as ffiall be found convenient to the Public Service;

Strangford, Waterford, Wexjord, and Toughal-, the Office of I'after of 
Wines and .Surveyor of Outs, and the Office of Siir\-eyor Geneml of Irehvid', 
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lhall not, nor fliall any of them, from and after the

‘Tralee, Waterford, Wexford, Wicklow, and Toughal, being Offices the Duties 
whereof are in part ufeful and neceffary, ffiali not, nor ffiali any of fuch

:and that fuch of them as are vacant ffiali forthwith be aboliffied, and the 
fame are hereby aboliffied, fave as hereinafter 2)i'ovided; and that Inch of 
them as are not vacant, ffiali hereafter from Time to Time, as the fame ffiali 
refpeftively become vacant, be in like Manner aboliffied ; and the fame are 
hereby accordingly, from and after the refpedUve Times when the fame

' have been appointed to execute any of the

and Authority to execute and perfortn fuch Duties of fuch Offices refpec- 
tively as they would iiave had if this Aft had not been made, until luch 
Perfcns reipedtively, or fome other perfon or Perfous, lhall be appointed to 
execute fuch Duties reipeiTively, under the Authority of this Aft ; and that 
all Perfons who fliall or may be .appointed to execute any of the Duties of 
any of fuch Offices, under -the Authority of this Act, fliall have the fame 
Powers and Authorities, to all Intents and Purpofes, to execute and per- 
form fuch Duties refneaively, as the fame Perfons refpeftively would have 
■had if filch Perfons had been appointed to fuch Offices refpeftively before 
the faid according to the Terras of the fe- 

veral Warrants, -Commiffions, or Inflruments, which fuch Perfons lb to 
-be appointed lhall refpeaively receive -from the faid Commiflioners of 
Cuftoms and Port Duties, with the Approbation aforefaid, for executing 
fuch Duties refpedlively.

as they lhall in their Judgment think proper, to the Deputy or Deputies, ■ 

Clerk or Clerks, pr to any -other Perfon or Perfons, who on -or immediately 
before the ■- w'as or were employed in fuch 

Office fo abolilhed as aforefaid. 

Provided always,-aiKhbe IfEnacled, That when and as often as it lhall 
be found neceffary to make a new Appointment under the Aujhonty ot m=nt. tobc 
this A6f, for the Execution of any of the Duties of fuch of the Offices Parliament, 
herein mentioned as -fliall he requifite to be performed, although the ^ ajients 
are aboliflied, the laid Commiffiouers of Cuftoms, and Port pities fliall in all 
fuch Cafes lay an Account of the fame before .-.both Houfes of Parliament 
Days after the beginning of each beflioo, 
-delcribingthe Office, and theArnpunt ofthe Salary which lhall be appointed 
-for the fame.
